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LATS FUTURITY NOTIONS. 



There isn’t ranch gossip from tbe East about 
the Futurity which is only a few days off. It is 
by far the noblest two-year-old stake in America 
and run at Sheepshead Bay next Tuesday. From 
private sources Daily Racing Form gleans the 
information that Lydian of the Preakness 
Stable, a more than good individual by Linden 
— Merci, will start. He is considered to have a 
good chance. Lydian won his first race in fine 
style but was beaten by less than Futurity qual- 
ity Monday at Saratoga. He has been sick 
however, and though Gibraltar beat the colt, 
his race was by no means bad. 

There is little or no news about Recreation, a 
filly of the highest class. The B irns A Water- 
house filly was very ill after her trip from Cali- 
fornia and is said to be in such condition that a 
Futurity start is improbable. Jim McCormick 
is not a man to show his cards, and if he starts 
Recreation her chance is second to none. Rey 
El Salto, of the Ba'dwin stable, is likely to be a 
starter. So are Dave Gideon’s Frohman, Jack 
McDonald’s Central Trust and Gibraltar and 
The Huguenot— Henry of Navarre’s brother— 
from the Thompson stable. Marcus Daly is 
likeiy to send a pair to the post. His best will 
be Grand Sachem, a royally bred and grand 
looking colt. Briar Sweet— Dr. Hasbrouck’s 
sister— is also engaged in the stake. Mike 
Dwyer is credited with designs on the prize 
through Previous, a colt of power and class. He 
is worth s une consideration. So is Murillo, 
John G Follansbee’s Morello — Snow Drop 
coit. 

The Keene stable is likely to be represented 
by Uriel aud Cock Robin, and Oliver H. Belmont 
is reasonably credited with considering that he 
has a chance through Great Bend, a good 
colt. Brown Dick is nearly sure to start 
Plaudit, the half brother to Hastings and 
Handsome, winner of the Emerald Stakes at 
Oakley. The Futurity’s favorite will undoubt- 
edly be John Madden’s Howland, the Hindoo — 
Ricochet colt that has performed so well, but 
was beaten by Bannockburn and tiaugie — less 
than first class colts — for the Louisville Futur- 
ity. Benares, the Hindoo — Diono colt, is likely 
to go with Howland iu the Madden cherry colors. 
While Howland is the uatural favorite, he is by 
no means a surety Hamburg is undoubtedly a 
far better coit than Howland. But he is not in 
the Futurity. Recreation, as good as she was 
in California, would have a royal chance to 
bhat Howland. Previous too is far from an im- 
probability as against him. If Lydian is as 
good as reports declare, he may take Howland’s 
measure. 

Grand Sachem deserves some consideration. 
He wasn’t beaten in his Montana races. Neither 
Was Ogden last year. Tammany Hall II was 
also unbeaten until yesterday at Saratoga. 
All in all the promise is for a good field 
and an open contest about the futurity. The 
1897 Futurity is the tenth of the series and with 
15 starters will be worth about $45,000. Tnere 
will hardly be more than ten starters aud the 
stake will probably be worth about $42,000.

Dutchman bet heavily on the Perkius colt. 
Woods got him away well and placing him be- 
hind Uncas and Bill Arnett to the stretch came 
on at his leisure in the straight aud won with 
a lot to spare in the fast time of 1 :13*. 

The racing feature of the afternoon came out 
of the fifth event— a five furlong scramble for 
two-year-olds. Sorrow and Pearl were equal fa- 
vorites, around 2 to 1, and the public played only 
the pair. It neglected that fast colt, Tom Col- 
lins. He proved a dangerous factor, and after 
leading all the way was beaten only by a nose 
after a rousing finish by Sorrow. 



Master Woods piloted Sorrow and his ride 
was an artistic one. He waited long and pa- 
tiently with the Faustus filly. His run was well 
timed. It was a popular victory and both the 
boy and the filly were warmly applauded when 
they came to weigh in. 

‘Auother close finish came out of the eight- 
and-one half furlong race. Serena was favorite 
but she cut little figure in the contest. Swords- 
man was a sharp pacemaker. Three hundred 
yards from the finish Roger B challenged 
Swordsman. The pair fought it out to the end 
and Roger B won and tipped over all the form 
players. It was shockingly out of line. Col. 
Clark was much surprised at tbe sudden 
awakening and an investigation is brewing. 

The first race for maiden two-year-olds was 
an easy thing for the favorite Shipman. 

There was nothing to the hurdle race but 
Uncle Jim after Phil Becker had fallen, and 
Dunois won rather handily on tLe end from 
Byron McClelland.
